It, waH Ilurdiiiji;, a Hiio spoeiiiien 
of tlio hardworking, vorsatilo and 
traveled newspaper man, who cared 
little for society or for anytliing 
but his prolossion, who told this 
story to a group of reporters the 
other night.

(evidently bent on good dressing), 
who asked for information about 
the latest fashion in nu'iTs collars 
culTs, shirts, etc.,, for the coming 
season of 18'.t7, I will accordingly 
give them .some bits of information, 
some j)oiulei's and some sugges- 
tions, which mjiy be found below : 

To bi'gin with collar.^, there are 
three piincipal kinds of a geulle- 
man's collar with a variety of de- 
signs in each respective kind, 
namely, a turn-down collar, • a 
stamiing collar, or sometimes called 
a Slander, and a turn-over point 
collar. 

Suppose you enter any first class 
halierdasher si ore and ask for a 
collar without naming what parti- 
cular kind you want, your sales- 
man cannot satisfy your wants, for 
lack of sulTicient explanation given. 
In my case, I would tell him what 
I wanted as foUowsi "Standing 
collar, size 14^^." and li(> would 
thank me for saving him trouble. 

Speaking of ' t'>rn-down," a 
high-banded turn-down collar seems 
to be still the prevailing style 
among " college-boys " and " don- 
clur know" chappies. " Low-necked 
men detest it, but old people who 
care mort^ for comfort than for style 
have a preference for low turn- 
downs.. 

Governor iilack is widely known 
as having alwaj's worn a low turn- 
down collar on all occasions, no 
matter how "swell " they a i-e, ilur- 
ing his private life as a citizen. 
Our local pajjcrs severely criticized 
him that he should necessarily 
wear a standing collar to " a<l- 
vertise" a famous city of collars in 
which he resides, else they would 
be ashamed to see their, fidlow 
townsman wear such a lovely-look- 
ing collar that il won hi harm the 
reputation of that collar nuikinir 
city. He did wear a staniling 
collar on the day of his inaugura- 
tion, and he wore it for the first 
time in his life. One paper, re- 
ferring to it, says: "A modest 
standing-collar was «et off bv a 
black lie." 

Of " slanders," along stan<ling 
collar is always the rule with a full 
dress shirt. It is 3 inclu>s high in 
front and '2J incli high in the back. 
The front has a very narrow spac- 
ing, the ])oints bein.ir rolled out 
slightly. In anotluM- collar of this 
kind, the ])oints protrude liberally. 
They are the most popular collars 
for evening wear. Clergymen and 
theologists, as a rule, wear straight 
slanders, which laj) sliuhtly in 
front or sometimes in the back, 
when reversed. 

Musi?u''ss men or book-keepers, 
who bend their backsoveraccount- 
books prefer to wear turns over 
l>oints collars, for their throats rest 
upon between the open edges for 
the sake of comfort and ease. 

In the cutT-liue, link-culTs are al- 
ways in pojiuljir favor with good 
dressers. Square cutTs are po]»ular 
as ever, witli the exception for a 
l(nv changes in the design. Some 
of this kind have i-ound edges on 
one side and sijuare edges on tiie 
other side. Some have round edges 
on both sides. They are more econ- 
omical in one respect than link culTs, 
for when one side getss dirty, in re- 
versing, the other siih^ cim '<»> ■!s«»d 
jtist as well.

The fourth and fifth styles are 
more in popular favor than the 
others. The collarless anti cuftiess 
shirts are intended for wear with 
white linen collars and cuffs. The 
collar of a shirt of the latter style 
gets soiled, it will have to be wash- 
ed with thi> body of the shirt which 
doesn't get dirty. It reminds me 
of a story of the Siamese twins, 
when one l.ikes a bath, the other 
has to take the same bath. 

Flannel shirts are in greSt de- 
mand for cycling |)urposes. They 
are made with white linen neck- 
bands, .nul white linen collars are 
worn with them.

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Men risk their lives day after day 
at oci'upations in which most people 
imagine there is not the slightest 
danger. Kvery day, tOi>, there are 
men entering employment with the 
absolutt^ knowledge that their work 
will lead to death, and for such po- 
sitions there is even a keen competi- 
tion. 

It has lM>en estimated that no 
man constantly employed in the 
manufacture of ice can live "Hioi-e 
than t«'n years underthe conditions 
in which he works. In th(>so places 
men work in a pol ir region tempe- 
rature in the Kwellering dogs ilays, 
when the average individual is 
objecting to the tluMinometer being 
at 90 deg:ecs, these men are closely 
muflled in overcoats and ear muffs, 
and wear heavy padded gloves. 
Even then it is most dilTicult to 
ke«p the extremities warm, and 
the cot\st;»nt working in such an 
atmosphere brings on pneumonia 
and consumption. 

Men taken their lives in their 
hands when they work at paint 
making. Here arsenic and lead 
are much used, and by slight and 
imperceplible degre«>s the paint- 
maker draws particles of tlu'se 
poisons into his system, bringing 
on disease of the thwat and lungs, 
and causing him to fade away as 
though some hand at his throat 
were chokiii.sr out his life. Tho.se 
who are cngat;ed in Mie apparently 
harmless business of ho\ise painting 
also come under the deadly in- 
fluence of the poisons, and in the 
mixing of their paints inhale the 
fumes. Painters' colic and lead 
paralysis are but two of the <lis- 
eases lo which the painter is liable. 
Few poisons are more deadly 
than mercury. It has its effect on 
all workmen employed in the 
silvering of mirrors, in gilding, 
bronzing, the making of bix>nz<>s 
and similar work. The action of 
this poison is easily s«^'n. When 
the workman's hand begins to 
tremble and his mouth and gums 
become sor<', his fellow workmen 
understand that tjhe poison has en- 
lertMl his system, and that he must 
give up his work or die. But it is 
seldom that a man gives up his 
work ; ho 'Jooh on, wjvitiiiii for 
death. 



man's life after he begins to assist 
in the manufacture of chlorine gas. 
The gas, which is extensively 
used lor bleaching and dyeing, 
generally emits n greenish, heavy 
vap(U'. This jioison, entering the 
workman, brings on a cough which 
racks the system, infianifs the lung 
cells, and gradually eats away the 
tissues, making a wreck of the man 
and producing death. In some 
factories the use of a ventilating 
mash is insiste<l on. but even this 
is of little use, and, strangely 
enough, is objected to by the work- 
men as inconvenient. Medical men 
have labor>>d fur years to find some 
way of keeping: workmen from in- 
haling dangerou-iand death-dealing 
fumes, but so far have not been 
successful. 

Hat factories ai-eal.so on the look- 
out for this preventive. One would 
think that hatmakers would be fiee 
from unseen dangers to lifp. But in 
the makin.a; of lieadirear ji lio*- linl 
is disastrous to the lunjis of the 
workmen. 

An energetic statistician has just 
(iguied out that there are fewer 
deaths among the men who work 
in the making of dynamite than in 
the .seemingly harmless pui-suit of 
the scouring of hides. The |)eril to 
the worker is ])aiticularly tn-cat in 
the latter trade, for an unwholestune 
odor is given off by the hides that 
affects the nervous system, and is 
as certain in its cff(>cts as a pistol 
shot. 

The manufacture of matches is 
another business fraught with the 
greatest of danger. Malchniakers, 
after a few years of labor, contract 
a loathsome disease from the poison 
giv(>n off, which obtains a firm 
hold on the bones of the body, 
especially those of the jaw and face. 
These bones crumble away. 
There are few of the nuitch- 
inakei-s who escape from tin' .lis..n^.> 
in greater or less d(>gre»' 

Occupations which in ,\,,\ ,u:ii 
with the grinding of metals brinjr 
on innumeiable ailments, owing to 
the fine dust which is given off. 
This causes different forms of 
asthma, and especially affects the 
air pa.ssages from the nose to the 
lungs. Under this head comes the 
making and grinding of knives, 
scissors and razors, and, worst of 
all. needle grinding, which is .said 
to kill those who engage in it before 
they reach middle age. 

For the most part, these diseases 
of workmen come on by such im- 
|K>rceptible degrt»es that there is 
little relief for the sufferers except 
for them to give up their work and 
leave it forever. As this, in the 
maj(.rity of cases, is a financial im- 
po.ssibility, the workmen who toil 
at these dangerous occupations 
continue to <lie oflf and others take 
their jilaccs, to follow in their turn 
to the grave. — Tjornhm Mail.

CIJAZED BV CIOAKErrES, A DEAF- 
MUTE BOY ACCUSES HIS FATHEK. 

" My father killed Max F'glau. " 

I'liiH was what Hugh C. Qnigg, a 
<leaf-mute, wrote on a slip of paper 
liife Saturdiiy night at the police 
station in East One Hundred and 
Fourth Street. 

Professor Max Eglaii was niyMle- 
riously murdere<l in February last 
at the Institute for the Deaf and 
Dumb, at I»xiiigton Avenue and 
Sixlyseventh Street. The crime 
has not been forgolten, but the 
murderer, like many others who 
have figurerl in New York's cri- 
minal annals, is still at large. 

Det<fc.tiv<'H .Murphy and Shevlin 
went iri the stjilion house when they 
saw fluf boy making the mutc^ 
alphabetat the window. They frook 
him inside, and when they gave 
him pen and paper he wrote in- 
distinctly the works coupling the 
name of his father, Hugh Quigg a 
joiirneymHU shoi^naker, living at 
No. 62 East One Hundred and First 
Stn-et, with that awful cnine. 

The defectives went to the boy's 
home and aroused the family. His 
father, mother and sister were at 
home, and gave such a straijjht 
account of themselves and of the 
boy's mania that no arrests were 
made. The boy was arraigned Vje- 
fore .Magintrate Wentworth In 
Harlem i'olice Court yesterday, 
and committed to the insane pa- 
vilion of Bellevue Hospital, whc^re 
an examination as to his sanity 
will be mude. 

His parents were seen by a 
JmirjKil reporter last night. They 
agreed that HukIi Inul lost his rea- 
son, through the excessive smoking 
of cigarettes. He became deaf and 
dumb aft/cr a virulent attack of 
scarlet fever, wh<'n he was seven 
y<'ars f)ld, and was sent to St.

G. M. T. 
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J. C. Chester is a living tele- 
phone. He is a deaf-mute, and he 
has devised an apparatus which 
enables him to carry on a conversa- 
tion. He hails from Glendive, 
Mont., and is travelling about the 
country giving exhibitions. 

He is not a true deaf-mute in the 
sense that Laura Bridgman was. 
He litis a certain sense of hearing 
and can utter a few guttural 
sounds. But he is going to do 
more. He expects to hear and 
speak intelligibly. 

In one hip pocket there is a 
l)ulky package. It is not heavy, 
but it sticks out with a hump that 
cannot be concealed. It is a dry 
battery jind is related to the wire 
in tin imi>ortanf way. 

The first thing the observer notes 
is a large receiver, similar to the 
one used on a telephone. This is 
attached to the left ear. It is a 
powerful .sound receiver. Attached 
to it isa wire that can be connected 
with the teeth, in case the mute 
ctiniiot hear with tlu> receiver. 

He has found by many ex- 
periments that the dulled nerves of 
the ears are quickened by these 
powerful electric appliances and 
that he does hear. It is vague, 
uncertain hearing, but a great dead 
better than none at all. It is more 
a vil)rafi(m tha-i a hearing. He 
gets a murmur <»f sounds, not as 
clear as given by the saltpetre solu- 
tion in which hands can be dipped, 
but clear enough foi everyday use 
and more con viuiient tlitin the basin 
of fiuid now so (!ommonly used by 
deaf-mutes to gtit sound vibration. 

His s(dieme is to fit a telephone 
to his body, so f htit where he travels 
it will travel also. When he lies 
down the telephone lies down. 
When he walksthe telephone walks. 
His body is the body of the tele- 
phoiKs and there is no life in either 
without the other. He is a living 
telephone, able to hear and speak 
through space. 

In spite of a great deal of fun 
that has been poked tit him since 
the conception of his invention, he 
has gone on undismayed, until now 
it — or he —stands completed 1 It 
is an actual thing, and is now on 
the way to Washington with him. 
He is tramping it to the Capital to 
exhibit it — and himself. And he 
hopes to make a fortune for him- 
self as well as to confer a great 
benefit upon deaf and dumb man- 
kind. 

The living telephone is a bulky 
fellow. He wears under his clothes, 
almost next to his body, a great 
many coils of insulated wire. These 
are carried around the waist many 
times like a Itidy's ribbon, and, 
being slender, they do not hurt him 
or ctiuse him any inconvenience. 

The funni(;st part of the appa- 
ratus is found in the transmitter 
and receiver thtit hangs at the side. 
There is a hook upon whi<>h the 
transmitter is suspended and a re- 
ceiver for the sound. Both of 
them are foi the use of the public. 

Shoulil you meet this walking 
telephone upon the rotid he would 
offer you the transmitter and re- 
ceiver that hangs upon the hook. 
The receiver you wouhl place to 
the ear and vou would ttilk throu.fh 
the transmitter. The deaf-mute 
would listen intently, the sound 
being much assisted by the re- 
ceiver in his ear. 

When he replies he speaks 
through a tin horn connecting with 
the wires, and trust.s to the carry- 
ing effect of the telephone. In this 
way he can converse over a space 
of several feet as easily as any 
other man. 

But it is in public halls and as- 
semblies that this mtichine is ex- 
pected to do its best work. Here 
the telephone can bo connected 
at th(* stage and the mute In the 
audience will get the full sound. 

There are many ptittMits involved 
in fills machine, for the inventor 
has borrowed freely from all the 
known devices. But he hopes he 
will be forgiven for the sake of 'the 
hunum race. 

Never was man more impressd 
with the worthiness of his own 
mission. Penniless, on foot, with- 
out friends, he litis set out for 
Washington and the Patent Office. 
He is conviccd that all who fake the 
trouble to examine his wtilking 
telephone will a<lmire it, and fhtit 
means money enough for all the 
patents required. 

He has raised himself from a 
poor, worthless f<dlow to be an in- 
ventor of at letist many ambitions, 
and, who knows, he may yet be the 
P'-dison of sound for the deftf. — 
A^. Y. Jniirnal.

COMMENTS ON ATHLE-

If there in a topic worth discuiss- 
ing (or rather cussing) its weather. 
Down t<» near the zero point in 
New Yorlc is no fun at all. There's 
the ocean, and two rivers to make 
the atinospliero soinetliing utterly 
disagreeable. Up in the country 
away from the large rivers or lake, 
it may go twenty to thirty degrees 
below zero and its only referred to 
as a "bracer." I've just come in 
after an half hour's ride on cars 
that had no stoves, and as I sit by 
my kitchen stove and take up my 
pen, I feel there's really nothing 
like home. In such weather as 
this, there are f<fw people out, and 
the "society column " suffers there- 
by. 

Jacques Alexander, the artist, 
has rec(»ntly had an experience 
that he will not soon forgot, and to 
some extent the Journal reporter 
figures in it. 

For convenience I will call the 
concern the Delational Art Exhibi- 
tion. Several months ago this 
concern sought the "loan" of 
pictures for o.vhibition, and among 
the would-be exhibitors was 
Jacques Alexander. He sent four 
pictures and three dollars as an 
entrance fee. Weeks passed and 
the exhibit opened not. Jacques 
wrote the management, or rather 
one man styled secretary-treasurer 
and received an answer about 
" unperfected arrangements." A 
month passed, and Jacques wrote 
again. Another excuse was given 
him. Another month passed, and 
Jacques wrote again, and this time 
a lottHir of about a thousand words 
explained a " variety of details to 
be overcome." Things began to 
look suspicious, and in a few weeks 
Jacques wrote for the return of the 
pictures, and was told by way of 
answer that they mu.st have a fort- 
night's notice of withdrawals t)n 
account of the numerous pictures 
stored "up-stairs" and the 
difficulty of getting to them. Then 
Jacques called in the Journal 
man's aid, and Mon<lay noon we 
went to the concern's office. At 
first a polite request was made for 
the immediate surrender of Mr. 
Alexander's pictures. The secre- 
tary-treasurer gave an evasive reply 
whereupon the reporter put in liis 
strong bluff, resulting in a police- 
man being sent for. This per- 
turbed not their peace of mind, 
and the policeman after working 
his jaws for a while was compelled 
to write. He scanned the re[)orter'8 
badge and inquired my mission. 
" Why, to expose that man,'" said 
I, pointing to tlie secretary-treasur- 
er. Words passed botAvecn the 
latter and the policeman, from 
which I judged he was trying to 
have us put out, but wo moved 
not an Inch. We wanted Mr. 
Alexander's property and wanted 
it on the spot. After a good deal 
of talking, threats to arrest, etc., 
we were shown "upstairs" where 
the numerous pictures were stored. 
There were about sixty — possibly a 
hundred — and it wouldn't have 
taken ten minutes to find Mr. 
Alexander's pictures, but per- 
mission to look for them was 
denied us. However, Mr. Alex- 
ander espied one of his and claimed 
it. which claim was not disputed. 
The other three were promised him 
by Wednesday afternoon, and then 
we will call for them with a re- 
porter of the New York Journal, 
who may have an opportunity to 
Investigate the whole matter and 
perhaps make a good story out of 
it. The concern may'be all right, 
but any one who reads the letters 
they send out in reply to inquiries 
from exhil)itor8, cannot but feel a 
sense of <leep suspicion.

.Miss Linnie is totally deaf, dumb 
and blind, and has been so siiK.e she 
was IH months old, as a result of 
spinal fever. She is nearly iH years 
old now, and was born in Ida 
Grove, la. 

Ah an infant she was unusually 
bright but aft4-r f.er terrible aftlic- 
tion nothing whaUiver was <lone to 
tnlucate her until she was 12 years 
old. yVl that time her mind was an 
altso'ute blank and she was even 
unable to walk. A Mr. French, of 
the Dubuque institufi; for the blind, 
first discovere<l her condition and 
commenced to t/(-M(di her the manual 
for the bliiKl. So bright a pupil 
did she piove, that he desired to 
take her to some institution for 
further instruction, l)ut her parents 
wen^ loth to have her leave them. 
Her caw! came U> the knowledge of 
.Mr. Bernard Murphy, tim philan- 
thropic ••dilor of the Vinton Kuf/lf, 
and through his efforts she was 
placod iu the Vinton s<h<M)l for the 
blind and h(;r instruction com- 
menced iu earn«.«Ht. AIkjuI a year 
and a half ago, 1. (Tort of Mr, 

Murphy, a fund ed for her 

educatJon, and she was placc»l in 
sole «'harge of Miss Ronald, her 
present instructor, who was a 
teju;hcr in the Vinton school. 
Through Miss Ronald's ability, 
pat/e.nce ati<l loving perseverance, 
her rleveloi^menl of minfl has 
already been marvelous, and sIm is 
alretwiy cousidenMl second only to 
the famous Helen Keller, so far as 



present achievements and future 
possibilities are concerned. At the 
request of the visitors Miss Ronald 
had Miss Linnie give a thorough ex- 
hibition of her wonderful ability, 
which ought to bring the blush of 
shame tt) the cheek of nearly every 
child who enjoys the possession of 
all his or her faculties. 

Among the feats which Miss 
Linnie can already accomplish are 
to talk with her fingers as rapidly 
as un ordinary child can with the 
tongue ; to write not only with the 
" point" system but very planly in 
script with a pencil, and, what is 
still more wonderful, to read each 
pencil written word afterwards by 
placing a finger on them ; to do 
sums in arithmetic with an in- 
genious " number slate"; to hold a 
music box in hot lap ^^nd tell what 
piece is being played by the vibra- 
tions ; to tell the tiiric by feeling of 
her watch ; to recognize an ac- 
quaintance by feeling of the hand, 
<d(!., etx!. Miss Ronald is now 
teaching her t« articMilate, and she 
is alreadj' able U> sp<iak many 
words more or less distiiK^tly, In 
time she will undoubtedly be able 
to talk nearly as w( 11 as the or- 
dinary mortal. 

Miss Linnie was taken up to the 
high school in this city a couple of 
weeks ago, where she gave an ex 
hibition of her present acc^omplish 
mints, similar to that outline! 
above, before a large n limber of 
public school teachers and juifiils. 
So interested have they all becrome 
in the care of this poor, yet hajipy, 
liltle unfortunate, that a fund lias 
been started with which to pu 
cliase her a typewrit^-r of the 
standard tyjie. The school 
children are esi>ecially interested 
in till! profiosition and are trieefully 
contriiniting their daily mites. In 
this connection it is suggested that 
any one who desires to swell the 
typewriter fund may han<l their 
colli ribut ions either to Professor 
MctJlellanrl or any of our public 
Sch(K)l t«!acheis. 

.Miss Ronald and her charge have 
Ijeen in Sioux Falls, but a short time, 
and cont^nifilate returning to 
Vinton in the spring. Since it was 
known that she was at the deaf- 
miil«! sfduMil, an ever increasing 
miinber of callers have been out tfi 
see Miss Linnie. The public school 
pupils of the city are among her 
frequent visitors, and the object 
lessons which they receive from 
her will undoubtedly be of great 
benefit to them. Sh<( enjoys com- 
pany v<!ry much, and is alwjiys 
pleaseil to show h«!r accomplish- 
ments. 

Prof. McC'lelland has aske<l her 
t-o make a piece of crocheted work 
for him that he may exhibit it in 
tli<! public s<'.hools. As she is very 
desirous of owninga music Ikix, the 
professor paid her ijtl in advatuic 
for her work to go t^iwartls buying 
tiMi box. As the silver dollar was 
placed into her hands her teatduir 
asked her how much it was. She 
replied "100 cents." Physi<!ally 
she is short <»f stature, quite st^)Ut, 
with light flaxen hair and a clear, 
white complexion. What remains 
of her eyes are constantly moving 
about as though from extreme 
nervousness. The h-ft one has 
withered away considerably, but 
the right one looks so natural that 
oim could easily imagine that it 
posses.sed sight.

Scientists think that death by 
electricity or lightning is painless. 

They do not know that it is so, 
but infer that itis from these facts : 

The nerves eommuiiicate the sen- 
sation of |)ain by the; vibrations of 
movements, which are at tlie.rat4» 
of !»H feet per se<'ond. Kleciricil.y 
mf)ves in a r-opjier wire at the rate 
of 2H8,oOO miles per sftcond. 
Hence it is jtrobable that a strong 
current of electricity kills a man 
before his nerves can make him 
conscious of the shock. 

Prof. Tyndall, while lecturing 
at the Royal Iiistitulion, London, 
$cci<lentally touched with his shoul- 
der the conducdor leading from flf- 
te«'n Leydenjais, charged withcdec- 
tricity. He thus des<'ribes the 
effcf;t on his body : 

"I am extremely sensitive f^i elec- 
tricity, yet a charge from such a 
l>owerful batt<'ry as fifteen jars 
seemwl to hav(! no disastrous (effect 
upon me. I st-ood perfectly still, 
wondering that I did not fefd it , but 
I knew something had hafipened. 

"After standing for a moment or 
two I seiMned to open my eyes whiidt 
jirobably were open all th«! time. I 
saw a confused mass of apparatus 
about me. I fell it necessary to re- 
assure the people before me, so I 
said : 

"Over and over again I 
wanted this battery to Im 
charg'*'' intonie iirnl now T 
ha<l it. 

" Altliougll I ajijieiiieii iiiuiliei'l- 

ed, really the ojdic nerve in tiie 
was so affected tiiat I saw my arm 
severe«l from my body, I soon, 
however, r(;cov<!red proj>er sight, 
and saw that I was all right."
